Avenue, a fountain (the fea- 
ture landmark of the park), 
and tennis courts (this may 
have changed since there 
have been courts construc- 
ted in the downtown area 
and in Sturgeon Heights), 
Coun, Throndson explained 
that because of the tobogg- 
an hill, the developers are 
faced with an unusual sit- 
uation in landscaping, Or- 
dinarily, he pointed out, the 
developers would not have 
to recruit the amounts of 
fill dirt such as is requir- 
ed for the purposes of con- 
structing the toboggan hill, 

The toboggan hill is to be 
a flattened spiral, of a height 
of between 30 and 35 feet, 
Toboggan runs will extend 
450 to 500 feet in length, 
spiralling about the hill, 

Mr. Walker explained at 
the council meeting that W al- 
cer and Newby did not feel 


that the developer should be 
required to import the 
amount of dirt to build such 
a hill over and above his 
normal development costs, 
He went on to point out that 
the material for the con- 
struction of the hill in Foun- 
tain Park was being taken 
from the excavation of Cun- 
ningham Road and being pul- 
led in for the construction, 
At this point the mayor in- 
terjected and asked if Mr, 
Walker was trying to say 
that the present Town Coun- 
cil was smart enough to 
“con Walker and Newby into 
putting something into Foun- 
tain Park that is not normally 
put in by the developer,’’ 
Mr. Walker responded say- 
ing, ‘Between your Parks 
Department’s good design, 
council’s good decisions, and 
my finangling to get mater- 
iais so that it did not cost 
the developer any more mon- 
ey, yes.’’ The mayor con- 
tinued stating that he wished 
that some candidates for off- 
ice would take note of this 
fact, Coun, Throndson stat- 
ed that he wished that it was 
kept in mind that a report 
was being dealt with and 
not a political campaign, to 
which Mayor Gibbon replied 
“This is something I want 
to make perfectly clear!’

an agreement with the Town 
of St, Albert by which resi-

feel strongly that Sturgeon 
residents should be afforded

We have now received a 
letter from the Mayor of

MD Council has co-oper- 
ated with St, Albert by all- 
owing the town to go along 
road allowances with the 
line, Our residents have put 
up with the considerable in- 
convenience of this con- 
struction all through this 
year ~ in some cases a 
severe inconvenience, Mr, 
Flynn said, 

MD Sturgeon Council is 
on record as favouring Re- 
gional Boards to manage 
transportation, water and 
sewer, recreational parks, 
(he council voted unani- 
mously in favour of shared 
assessment of planned in- 
dustrial parks in the region, 
In this regard they held 
meetings with all the other 


municipal jurisdictions 
within their boundaries: 
Morinville, Legal, Gibbons 
and Bon Accord, and these 
municipalities also voted in 
favour of regional boards 
(Not Regional Government, 
stressed the Reeve) and 
shared industrial assess-

The Town of St, Albert has 
increased from 10,530 
people in 1970 to 19,418 as 
of June 30,1974 - anincrease 
of 84 per cent, This extra- 
ordinary rate of growth is 
totally unwarranted given the 
fact that the financial and 
social costs resulting from 
this rapid expansion have 
been for the most part im- 


posed on the Town’s resi- 
dents, The developers have 
not borne their share of the 
total expenditures required 
to ensure that the quality of 
public services in the Town 
is at least maintained at 
standards prevailing in St, 
Albert three years ago, In 
the past year approval has 
been given to new residen- 
tial developments despite the 
fact that the Town has been 
unable to provide adequate 
supplies of water toits exis- 
ting residents, or guarantee 
when new supplies will be 
made available, 

The following steps will 
allow us to regain control 
of our community and face 
up to the fact that millions 
of dollars in expenditures 
are required to re-establish 
public services at past 
levels, 

Firstly, in the short run 
growth can be controlled by 
restricting the number and 
size of the new development 
agreements which are sign- 
ed, In the long run a General 
Plan must be developed and 
completed, This will give us 
a rational framework for 
carrying out decent planning, 
and allow the residents of 
the community to determine 
what rate of growth and size 
of community they wish to 
develop, (This plan should 
be given a major review 
every five years), 

Secondly a longrange cap- 
ital budgeting process needs 
to be established which sets 
out our priorities (arenas, 
parks, swimming pools, new 
town hall etc.), with esti- 
mates of expenditures for 
each item, and the means hv 
which each project will be 
financed, This implies that 
new financial policies must 
be developed, 

There are a nuinber of 
other points on other issues 
which I will be pleased to 
discuss with you in the next 
few weeks,

port which strongly warned 
them not to proceed past 
the projected 1975 popula- 
tion of 20,000 people, with- 
out having a second water- 
line, Council has commit- 
ed beyond this population 
in 1974, A second line is 
scheduled for completion by 
May 15, 1975, Right-of-way 
and construction problems 
could easily delay comple- 
tion, For example, the Town 
of Leduc received no bids 
when it recently tendered 
a new water line, 

With this type of uncer- 
tainty the present council 
has recently prepared for 
more development in Akins- 
dale, and support of another 
annexation in the Northwest 
Sector, These are actions 
which suggest further com- 
mitment to growth without 
adequate preparation, 

My supporters and I will 
be calling at your door with 
more information on the

“Hi! How're you doing? Got 
any good plans for the week- 
end?’ ‘No, not really,’’ is 
the reply. 

That’s the sort of conver- 
sation you might hear at any 
industrial plant or factory 
in Canada every Friday af- 
ternoon; and the Western 
Industrial Training Centre 
on the St, Albert Trail just 
south of St, Albert is no 
exception, People there fini- 
sh their day’s work, clock- 
ing off a little earlier than 
most at 3 p,m, and then going 
home, 

But when you talk to the 
chief of operations at the 
Training Centre, Dr, Dwain 
Tichener, you realize that 
this is an industrial centre 
with a difference, For the 
225 people who work here, 
turning out a wide range of 
industrial products from 
stereo decks to decoy ducks, 
are mentally retarded and 
som2 have multiple handi- 
caps emotional and physi- 
cal, Yet the atmosphere at 
the centre is one of radiant 
happiness and as Dr, Tich- 
ener said, you don’t have 
to be a special type of per- 
son to help train the stud- 
ent ‘ere, as long as you 
realize that you are dealing 
with people and accept the 


retarded as people, That is 
the philosophy which guides 
the 37 teacher-tradesmen 
and administrators as they 
teach their students how to 
make complex integrated 
printed circuits for trans- 
istors and also put together 
the parts like the dial and 
cradle units for telephones, 

Dr, Tichener also showed 
other items made by the wor- 
kers at the centre - in the 
printing, plastics, electron- 
ics, optics and light produc- 
tion departments - which are 
a credit to the workers here 
considering the handicaps 
they labour under, 

There are many items you 
buy in the shops, some have 
already been mentioned, 
Snow toboggans, games, gas 
theft prevention devices, 
wild (plastic) Alberta roses, 
rubber tarp straps, wire ter- 
minals and connectors and 
plastic freezer bags, are 
made by the people in this 
centre. The list goes on; 
they also make eye glasses, 
plastic panti-hose contain- 
ers, plastic forceps for use 
in hospitals as well as all 
kinds of plastic utensils, 

One of the biggest jobs 
being undertaken at the 
centre now is a contract 
for 20,000  stereo-gram

been done at this centre itis 
no wonder that people have 
been coming from as far 
away as England, Japan and 
the States to see just what 
can be done, 

The centre is open 12 
months a year five days a 
week, with the work force 
having three weeks holiday 
a year with parents or 
friends, as well as 10 days 
statutory vacation, 

The age range of the wor- 
kers here is 16 years and 
up, and they come in from 
various other institutions, 
are referred by their par- 
ents or community workers 
or from virtually any other 
source, 

There are no grade levels 
at this school and while at 
the training stage some may 
learn faster than others, If 
it takes even three years to 
train a person properly, this 
will be done, 

And so the good work at 
this centre which has now 
been operating for six years, 
goes on,

HAPKIDO’S MARTIAL SKILLS COMBINE SELF DEFENCE 


WITH PHYSICAL FITNESS 


Hapkido, which is ablend- 
ing of the Korean martial 
skills and various aspects 
of the Japanese dal do ryn 
system, originated approxi- 
mately 1,300 years ago at an 
academy established to in- 
struct young noblemen in 
reading, writing, mathemat- 
ics, the arts, and self de- 
fense, The skills in self de- 
fense developed atthe Kor- 
ean academy were called 
tae kyon and concentrated 
upon the use of kicks, Gra- 
dual assimilation of the 
throwing and holding techni- 
ques of the Japanese dai do 
ryu system added this ele- 
ment to Hapkido creating a 
broad diversity of techniques

Prior to the second world 
war, Hapkido was known only 
to a select group of Korean 
nobility and Buddist monks, 
With the removal of this 
shroud of secrecy, Hapkido 
began to rise in popularity 
both as a martial practice 
and a method of achieving 
physical fitness, Schools 
have sprung upin many coun- 
tries around the world, 

Hapkido literally means 
the co-ordination or joining 
(hap) the reality underlying 
the phenomenon of power or 
energy (ki) in the defined 
method (do), The practice 
of Hapkido involves the app- 
lication of kicks, blocks, 


punches, dodges, and throw- 
ing in self defense, The Hap- 
kidoist employs the power 
underlying natural forces 
(centrifugal and cetripetal) 
to overcome an opponent, 


The characteristics of 
Hapkido remains inthe kick- 
ing techniques which are id- 
entified by their ‘snap-pow- 
er’, Due to the tremendous 
energy created by snap act- 
ion, the kick becomes a for- 
midable tool to be used in 
self defense, Contact is dis- 
couraged in practice because 
of possible injury and the 
difficulty in restraining the 
power generated by the kick, 
Some of the kicks utilize 
centrifugal force and liter- 
ally cannot be held back once 
the motion has begun, 

Punching or striking foll- 
ows the same course in Hap- 
kido, These techniques 
stress snap action and con- 
tact with particular areas of 
the hand or arm, By asimple 
modification of the manner 
in which the hand is made 
into a fist, the punch be- 
comes a formidable tool of 
self defense, 

Throws are also part of 
the method of Hapkido and 
they bear a resemblance to 
the throws used in Judo, 
Concentration on leverage 
is part of the application 
of the throw, In order to be 
completed, the throw must 
be aimed at the area of the 
opponent’s body which acts 
as the centre of motion, In 
effect, the opponent spins 
around this point when the 
throw is applied. 

Pressure points form part 
of the technique of Hapkido 
Nerve and muscle holds app- 
lied at the 54 ‘soft spots’ 
located on the human body 
are effective methods of 


stopping an opponent, Holds 
applied to joints are also 
used and these force anopp- 
onent to submit, for resis- 
tance means self inflicted 
breaking of a limb, 

Familiarity with weapons 
has become an integral part 
of the practice of Hapkido 
and students are instructed 
in the use of the Kendo 
sword, the long staff, the 
middle and short length stick 
the cane, stone throwing, 
and towel techniques, By the 
time a student has reached 
black belt he or she has 
a familiarity with all ofthese 
objects as a mode of self 
defense, After reaching this 
point, the student truly be- 
gins training with all the 
knowledge he has accumu- 
lated, 

The initial part of Hapki- 
do training, the stage be- 
tween beginner and Ist dan 
black belt, is traditionally 
the period in which the stu- 
dent gradually develops the 
skills and practices the tech- 
niques given to him by his 
instructor, The student ad- 
vances in stages beginning 
with white belt (8th kub) and 
through to the second stage 
of red belt (Ist kub), Ad- 
vancement is achieved once 
the student has learned and 
perfected a number of tech- 
niques and there is a set to 
be learned to earn each belt, 
Once the black belt stage is 
reached, the student spends 
much of his time combining 
the techniques he has learned 
though there are many more 
techniques to be mastered, 


The kick demonstrated in ttiis picture is called the low turning kick and is an example 
of the type of kick which ts difficult to hold back once started, Ed Denys (about to fall)

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Hapkido’s main gymna- 
sium of Canada is located in 
Edmonton and heading this 
school is Mr. Jae Sam Song, 
Mr. Song was instructed by 
the reigning master of this 
martial art in Korea, Ji Han 
Jae, and has attained the 
rank of 5th dan black belt. 
He spent two years instruc- 
ting members of the Army 
in South Vietnam, 

At present, Mr, Song is 
considered to be the head of 
Hapkido in Canada and is 
the only man in this count- 
ry permitted to advance a 
student past the black belt 
stage, Mr. Song was reluc- 
tant to say who was the 
most proficient Hapkidoist 
in Canada but according to 
his student and co-instruc- 
tor, Ed Denys, he is the 
best. An indicator of his 
expertise is the meagre 
number oi people through- 
out the world who have ach- 
ieved 5th dan, 

“There is so much to 
explain,’’ says Ed, ‘‘that will 
not come out in a brief in- 
terview. Some things are 
difficult to explain or un- 
derstand, but they come 
through practice, One needs 
to see many of the tech- 
niques, and feel then, in 


order to understand the art,’’ 

“Class begins with a ser- 
ies of breathing exercises 
followed by a series of phy- 
sical exercises, This goes 
on for about 15 minutes and 
is followed by kicking exer-

cises which last for about 
the same amount of time. 
The next part of the class 
is devoted to kicking prac- 
tice, kicking at a target and 
using different forms of 
kicking, Punching exercises 
and form practice are also 
done,”’ 

‘A large part of the class 
is devoted to learning and 
practicing techniques,’’ ex- 
plains Ed, ‘‘since this is 
what makes up the art of 
Hapkido, There are about 
400 techniques to master 
on the way to a black belt,’’ 

Ed states that Hapkido is 
a good way for a person to 
get into shape and age, sex, 
size, or weight are not barr- 
iers, Control is the key, and 
control stems from training, 
therefore whatever condition 
one is in when one starts 
out, the idea is to strive for 
control and avoid over-doing 
things. A good physical con- 
dition is the consequence of 
the training. 

Classes are noi closed at 
the gymnasium and students 
train each evening from 6 
p.m. until 10 p.m, The pub- 
lic is invited to come down 
to the school and watch, The

**Hapkido does not involve 
merely learning a set of 
techniques,’’ states Ed, ‘‘the

our society, 

My primary concern will 
be to encourage parently in- 
volvement in our school sys- 
tem, I would like to see 
parent advisory committees 
formed and would support 
the formation of parent aid 
teacher associations, Aper- 
manent channel through 
which concerned parents 
might approach the school 
board is essential. 

Another area of concern 
is the poor nutritional stan- 
dards of our country that 
were recently uncovered by 
Nutrition Canada, I feel that 
innovations in our schools 
could help alleviate this pro- 
blem and eventually improve 
the health of our nation, I 
would support a ‘Nutrition 
in the Schools’? program 
where our children’s eating 
habits could be developed 
into nutritionally sound heal- 
thy appetites. A schoollunch 
program will prove to be 
expensive, unless provincial 
grants are eventually made 
available in an attempt to 
lower future health costs, 
However, some pilot pro- 
jects are under way and a 
beginning could be made by 
teaching better nutrition in 
our schools and by elimina- 
ting the availability of ‘‘junk 
foods’’ in our schools, 

Another health related 
program is that of school 
Physical Education pro- 
grams, There is now some 
talk and support for making 
physical education a non- 
compulsory class, My feel- 


ings here are that the pro- 
gram should be compulsory, 
buth the emphasis should be 
on teaching our girls and 
boys about their bodies func- 
tions and how, through phy- 
Sical education programs, 
they can maintain healthy 
bodies, This type of program 
cannot be equated with a 
“sports program,’’ The 
sports that I would like to 
see emphasized are those 
things that can be done 
throughout one’s life to help 
maintain good health, Some 
examples are golf, tennis, 
swimming, yoga, skiing. 

I believe that in Canada 
today, any child who is not 
given every opportunity to 
become bilingual is probab- 
ly being kept out of many 
jobs for whith he or she 
may otherwise qualify, This 
is true in many private en- 
terprise posts as well as 
civil service jobs, Apart 
from this, it is simply true 
that the world becomes 
smaller as travel becomes 
easier and two or even three 
languages help us to under- 
stand the various peoples 
who inhabit our world. 

The French program in 
our schools should be ex- 
panded and improved. Ex- 
posure to a second language 
should begin at an early age. 
It is a particularly good 
time to improve our pro- 
grams because substantial 
grants have been made avail- 
able by the Federal Govern- 
ment so additional costs to 
us are minimal, 

I believe that the trust- 
ees that are elected are 


being called on to do more 
than simply co-ordinate 
these things on which a ma- 
jority of people agree, I feel 
that the trustees should in- 
itiate new ideas, provide 
sound leadership in quest- 
lonable areas and sometimes 
make decisions which may be 
opposed by many people.

Recreation Scene Causes 
Tears For Some 


Some St, Albert young- 
sters went home in tears 
last Saturday afternoon as 
they failed in their ‘‘first 
come, first served’’ attempt

One St, Albert resident 
Vic Harries who just re- 
cently moved to the town 
from Edmonton where he 
still commutes to work, said 
he has been in St, Albert 
two and a half years but for 
the last two has failed to 
get his girl registered in 
figure skating classes, 

Forty-five youngsters had 
to be placed on a waiting 
list and many just had to 
turn back home hoping per- 
haps that by January Ist 
things might have sorted 
themselves out because 
some registered youngsters 
will have dropped out of the 
courses, 

Queues for figure skat- 
ing registration at one time 
Saturday afternoon stretch- 
ed blocks away from the 
Clubhouse, and some par- 
ents brought. chairs, 

Registrar and treasurer 
Mrs, J, Melinowski of the 
St, Albert Figure Skating 
Club pointed out that it hurt 
to send so many away empty 
handed, but ina town with 
only one arena and growing 
so rapidly, the facilities 
were just not available, 

Mayor Ray Gibbon of St, 
Albert said he shared the 
concern of St, Albert resi- 
dents about the figure skat- 
ing situation, and indeed with 
recreation as a whole, and 
said council had been hav- 
ing discussions for the past 
few tonths on just how to 
provide services for what 
must now be considered as 
a boom town, 

Mayor Gibbon said ‘‘the 
very economics of the sit- 
uation are you wait until 
it’s economically feasible to 
put in a second facility and 
we have reached that point!’’ 

He emphasized that the 
town was definitely going to 
make a start next spring on 
a recreation complex, 
Lithin the next two months 
he indicated that work would 
begin on a closed-in swim- 
ming pool connected to the

He said council had also 
held regular discussions

Mayor Gibbon pointed out 
that as far as figure skat- 
ing was concerned some kids 
would feel that it was a blow 
now - as in September more 
want to register - though by 
January some might have

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Research findings on calf scours 


Reissued from 
Wally Klatt’s office, 

Recent research has 
shown that calf scours is a 
complex syndrome which has 
many infectious causes and 
many contributing environ- 
mental factors, 

The research was carried 
out in Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan by personnel of the 
Western Collge of Veter- 
inary Medicine in Saskatoon 
Saskatchewan, during the 
last two years, In 1971 a 
large project, supported by 
funds from the Alberta Cattle 
Commission, the Saskatche- 
wan Horned Cattle Trust 
Fund and the Alberta Re- 
search Trust, was organized 
within several departments 
of the Western College of 
Veterinary Medicine, Inten- 
sive studies were carried 
out on beef herds at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan and 
at the University of Alberta’s 
ranch at Kinsella, 

During the 1973 calving 
season a mobile laboratory 
visited 45 cow-calf opera- 
tions in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta to collect samples 
and investigate calf scour 
outbreaks, In addition, a 
questionnaire was sent to 
3,300 ranchers in Alberta 
to obtain information on the 
occurrence, distribution and 
economic costs of calf 
scours, 

Following is a summary 
of some of the most signi- 
ficant findings to come out of 


the two year’s of research, 

*Calf scours have the most 
severe effect on calves less 
than 30 days old, and about 
60 per cent of cases occur in 
calves younger than 14 days 
of age. The chance of a calf 
dying are three and a half 
times greater in calves less 
than 14 days old than they are 
in calves 15 to 30 days old. 

*Calves born to first calf 
heifers are twice as likely 
to scour as calves born to 
mature cows, A heifer’s calf 
with scours is four times 
more likely to die than a 
calf with scours from acow. 
There are several reasons 
for this situation, 

a) Heifers are usually 
calved in a more confined 
area than cows with the re- 
sult that there is a build-up 
of infection that rapidly 
spreads to each newborn calf 

b) Heifers have more diff- 
icult births than older cows 
with the result that they have 
more weak calves that are 
less likely to nurse, As a 
general rule, heifers do not 
stimulate ‘their calves to 
hurse as well as mature 
cows, 

c) Heifers often have less 
colostrum (first milk) than 
cows which means that their 
calves do not receive the 
same volume of protective 
antibodies as calves from 
mature cows, 

*The colostrum from hei- 
fers is less likely to contain 
the same concentration of 


antibodies as the colostrum 


from mature cows because 
the heifers have often not 
been exposed to the wide 
variety of infectious organ- 
isms that the cows have en- 
countered, 

The investigations also 
showed that: 

*Scour probiems tended 
to be more severe on ranches 
where calving started before 
March 1 than on those where 
calving started after. this 
date, They also tended to be 
more severe on ranches 
where the calving season 
was longer than 90 days. 

*Weather appeared to be 
an important factor in start- 
ing and perpetuating many 
scour outbreaks, Severe out- 
breaks often occur when the 
ground becomes wet and 
when calves cannot find a 
dry place to lie. Herd out- 
breaks often occur one to 
two days after a spring storm' 

*The percentage of calves 
which had developed scours 
by 14 days of age increased 
as the number of square feet 
allowed per calving cow de- 
creased, 

*Eight per cent of scour 
outbreaks reached peak se- 
verity within 21 days of the 
first case having occurred, 
The length of time that elap- 
sed from the first case to 
the peak of severity was 
shorter when the cows were 
crowded, 

*The percentage of calves 
which scoured during the 


Weeds of the Week- 


Quack grass infestation is serious 


Also known as couch grass 
twitch grass, scutch grass, 

This is a very strongly 
competitive perennial grass 
which spreads by seeds and 
underground rhizomes, Al- 
most 10 per cent of the crop- 
land in Alberta is infested 
with this grass. It is a very 
serious competitor for nut~- 
rients in most crops with 


TOADFLAX 


Also known as butter and 
eggs, 

An extremely persistent 
perennial weed which 
spreads by creeping roots 
and seeds, The flowers are 
pale yellow with orange cen- 
ters and look similar to the 
garden snapdragon, This 
weed is extremely competi- 
tive, able tc become esta- 
blished in native or tame sod 
and compete strongly with 
established forages, This 
weed should be eradicated 


the potential of reducing crop 
yields to almost nil, in sev- 
ere infestations, 

In field size infestations 
cultural control only is prac- 
tical, Till thoroughly in the 
fall, In the spring repeat 
cultivation whenever top 
growth reaches two inches 
in height. In damp years 
use a disc or rotovator, in 


wherever and whenever it 
occurs, and control meas- 
ures should include efforts 
to prevent reinfestation from 
seed already in the soil as 
well as that coming from 
nearby infestation, 

On arable land intensive 
summer fallow cultivation 
alternated with years of cer- 
eal grain cropping will re- 
sult in satisfactory control 
of toadflax, Seeding down to 
grass, following a season of 
intensive fallow and repeat- 


dry years use a cultivator 
followed by a cable weeder 
or oscillating harrows to

For smaller patches a

The reasons for these 
findings are still not clear, 
but they may be related to 
such things as the type of 
climate in the different soil 
zone areas or to deficiencies 
in some soil types of such 
elements as selenium, Grey 
soil types are generally con- 
sidered to be deficient in 
selenium, Calves born to 
selenium deficient cows may 
suffer *om overt white mus- 
cie disease, while less se- 
vere selenium deficiencies 


may not be recognized in, 


the calves but still predis- 
pose them to ordinary diar- 
rhea or to a more severe 
form of diarrhea,
